By his Diligence and quick Parts from the low- 
eſt Boy in the School (for he began his Accidence 
at his firſt Coming) Not only the Maſter him- 
ſelf, but all the other Boys had a very particular 
| Reſpe& for him, and could not but admire and 
applaud his Induftry, and Application : When any 
Difference aroſe, the other Boys would more of- 
ten come to him for Reſolution, than they would 
to the Maſter, and they wauld often ſay they re- 
ceived more Satisfaction from him than they did 
from the Maſter himſelf, eſpecially if a Point of 
our Engliſh Hiſtory was mentioned, to the read- 
ing of which he was naturally addifted. 

Mr. Cherry being fully ſatisfied of the great

This . did till the Euſter Term 1696. when 
Mr. Cherry came himfelf with him to Oxford, 
provided a Chamber and all things neceſſary for 
him, and ſaw him fully ſettled before he returned. 

He was ſo aſſiduous in the Hall, and followed 
his Studies ſo cloſely there, that he was ſoon taken 
notice of by the whole Society, and particularly 
by the Principal thereof Dr. John Mille who 
ſhewed him much Civility and Reſpect, and often 
deſired his Aſſiſtance in the learned Works in 
which he was engaged. The Doctor was then 
buſy about the Appendix to his Edition of the

ſpent three days there in collating the ſaid MS. 
all which time he was entertained very hoſpitably 
by the Provoſt thereof Dr. Godolphin: The Varia- 
tions were afterwards made uſe of by Mr. Worth 


in his Edition of Tatian, and by Mr. Dechair in 
his Edition of Athenagoras, both which Editions

As ſoon as ever Mr. 8 had taken 
the Degree of Batchelor of Arts, & he conſtantly 
went to the Bodleian Library every day, and ſtu- 
died there as long as the time allowed by the 
Statutes would admit : This Diligence being ta- 


ken notice of by all Perſons that came thither, 
and his ſkill in Books being likewiſe well known 


to thoſe with whom he had at any time converſed, 
occaſioned Mr. (afterwards Dr.) Hudſon ' ſoon as 


he was elected Library Keeper to take him in, 


by conſent and with the leave of the Curators, as 
Affiſtant Keeper, the Library being at that time 
in very great Confuſion, and requiring the Care 


of a very diligent and knowing Perſon to put it 
in Order. 


Being ſettled in this Employment, it is incre- | 
dible what Pains he took in regulating the Li- 
brary, in Order to which he examined all the 
printed Books in it, comparing every Volume with 


the Catalogue ſet out many Years before by Dr. 


Hyde: He found by this means many Books 
not numbered at all, and others numbered or 


catalogued fo very imperfectly, as rendered Dr. 
| Hyde's Catalogue in many reſpects very uſeleſs.

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He wrote down all his notes in an interleaved 


Copy of the ſaid printed Catalogue, and after- 
Wards tranſcribed them anew into two Volumes, 
entitling the Work, Appendix Catalogi librorum i im-

This Work gave univerſal content, and it was 
deſigned to have been printed, Dr. Mander * 


then Vice-Chancellor giving orders for that end. 


But the deſign was afterwards laid aſide, and Dr. 


_ Hudſon incending to aſſume the honour both of | 
this Appendix and of Dr. Hyde's Catalogue to 


himſelf, got both parts tranſeribed and thrown 
into one Alphabet. So that both are now to be 
printed together, and the Publiſher is to have the 


Credit of the whole Work, without any regard 


had to the principal compilers. | 

Dr. Hyde himſelf took not the leaſt notice of 
Mr. Emanuel Prichard, * though I have been well 
informed by Dr. Mill and others that it was chiefly 


drawn up by him. 


This undertaking being happily finiſhed, Mr. 


Hearne immediately ſet about examining the MS. 


many of which he found not entered in Catalogues 


at all, and others very imperfectly. The printed 


Catalogue of MSS. had innumerable faults, many 


of which be carefully corrected. But as for the 


Nov in the Bodleian Library.

Books not at all entered before, ſome of them he 
put down in an interleaved Catalogue, and others 
he took notice of in a Folio Book provided for 
that purpoſe, which belongs now to that Library, 
and is of great ſervice to the Students there. 

The next thing he did for the Benefit of the 


Library was compleating the Catalogue of Coins, 


which had been many years before drawn up, 
when Dr. Barlow was Library-Keeper, by Mr. 
Aſhmole in three Volumes in Folio. But many 


Coins having come into the Library ſince that 


time, and none of them having been entered, 
(for which reaſon a great deal of trouble was re- 
quired) Mr. Hearne put them down in vacant 
places that were left on purpoſe in the aforeſaid 
three Volumes now in the Bodleian Library. 

Some time after finiſhing this Work, William 
Raye 4 Eſqr. the Engliſh Conſul at Smyrna gave 


the Library a noble Collection of antient Coins, 
the greateſt Part of which were Greek, for which 


he had the Thanks of the Univerſity and the 
Honour of the Degree of Doctor in the Civil Law, 
he being then preſent in the Univerſity. Theſe 
Coins lay ſeveral years undigeſted : But at laſt

made of them, by Mr. Hearne, which Catalogue

it to the Library, had not the ill Uſage he after- 
wards met with there obliged him to alter his 
mind: However for the uſe of thoſe who Rudy 
Coins he put the name of cach Coin upon their 
diſtinct Cells, which may ſerve inſtead of the larger 


Catalogue, which his own ſtudies . him to 
keep by him. 


In Ad Term 2503, he took the Degree of 


| Maſter of Arts, there being then a Publick Act, 


though there had not been one for ſeveral years 
before. Sometime after this a Chaplainſhip of 


Corpus Chriſti College was offered him by the 


Reverend Dr. Thomas Turaer * Preſident of that 
College, on Condition, that he kept his Place in 


the Publick Library; Dr. Turner deſigning this 


Offer as a Kindneſs to him, and being unwilling 


that he ſbould leave the Library, where he had 


done ſuch great and eminent Service, and was 
like to be equally ſerviceable for the future. But 
he was forced to decline this Offer, Dr. Hudſon 


being reſolved that he ſhould hold nothing elſe 
with the Library, as he then openly declared; and 


that he was in earneſt appeared openly enough 
from ſomewhat he did ſome years after, 

Mr. Hearne having declined this Preferment, 
ſoon after the like Offer. was made him of a Chap- 
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lainſhip of All-Souls College by the Warden * of 


that Houſe,. but it was with ſome Condition, and 


therefore he was likewiſe obliged to decline it; 
Dr. Hudſon having by this time ſpoke to, and 


fixed upon one to ſucceed him in the Library, out 


of which he. deſigned to get him ejected, if he 

preſumed to hold any thing elſe with it. | 
In 1712. He became ſecond Keeper of the Bod- 

leian Library, upon the death of Mr. John Crabb. 


This Place he accepted on Condition that he 
might be Janitor till alſo, a thing that was ſoon 
granted, though with this Proviſo, that the Salary 


(though not the Shewing the Anatomy School:) 
ſhould go to an under Officer, that was to ring 


the Bell and attend as an Aſſiſtant. *Twas by vir- 
tue of theſe two Offices of under or ſecond Li- 


brary Keeper and Janitor being united or joined 


together, that Mr. Hearne ſtill kept the Keys of 
the Library, and opened the Door Morning and 
Evening, and had the liberty of entering and go- 


ing out as often as he pleaſed. 


Soon after Mr. Hearne was troubled on account

Charlett and ſome others were vexed at the 
Unity of the forementioned Poſts in the Library, 
and they contrived therefore to make Mr. Hearne 
uneaſy, fo that *twill be no wonder, to ſuch as 
have heard of the ill temper of theſe two Men,

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wards, with other Particulars of the FIRE kind. 
But one of the Proctors being abſent at the Meet- 
ing, as has been already faid, there was no other 


Penalty inflicted, but ſuppreſſing the Book, for 
which a formal Order was drawn up, though with 


ſuch blunders as made the Authors very ridi-

In the year 1713. Dr. Halley was made Secre- 


| tary of the Royal Society, in the room of Dr. 


Sloan, who reſigned. An Offer was made at this 
time to Mr. Hearne of being Librarian to the 


Society, and Keeper of their Mufeum, which 


however he declined, his Circumſtances not per- 
mitting him to leave Oxford : And much about 
the ſame time too he excuſed himſelf from being 
made an Honorary Fellow of the Royal Society, 
of which he would have been unanimouſly elected, 
if he had not declared his Diſapprobation to a 
Friend, at the ſame time however ſignifying his 
Gratitude and his. Senſe of the _ Honour in 
tended him. 

On January 19. 17:4. he was very TOs OY 
elected Archity pographus and Superior or Eſquire 
Beadle in the Civil Law, of the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford. This Honour being conferred upon him in

But finding preſently after the Election 


that Dr. Gardiner the Vice-Chancellor and ſome 


others had juſt put in a Common Printer to be 


Architypographus by virtue of their own Autho- 
rity, though the ſaid Printer was by no means 
qualified, Mr. Hearne altered his Deſign and re- 
ſolved now to keep in the Library, till ſuch time as 
he could be put in poſſeſſion of the Architypogra- 


phus's Poſt to which he had been elected, and for 


which he was judged the beſt qualified in the 


Univerſity. The Vice-Chancellor and others main- 


tained what they had done; and Dr. Hudſon, ſo 


it happened, agreed with them, tho the Statute 
is expreſsly againſt their Proceedings by virtue 


of which the Superior Beadleſhip of Law is for 


ever annexed to the Office of Architypographus; 


and *twas ſurely upon account of the latter that 
Mr. Hearne was elected, as the Statute enjoins 


that a man well ſkilled in Greek, Latin, and 
 Philological Learning, ſhould enjoy this place. So 


that Dr. Gardiner and others who ſeparated theſe 
two Offices of Architypographus and Beadle, have 


_ ated directly againſt Statute, and are therefore 
anſwerable for that and all the miſchicfs that are 
likely to enſue from hence. 


Dr. Gardiner and others that Joined with him,

a Complaint to the Viſitors, pretending that 
the Office of Under Librarian and Beadle were 


inconſiſtent: upon which they drew up and 


ſigned an Order (Dr. Baron * as Vice-Chancellor 
being firſt, though he had told Mr. Hearne be- 
fore, in the morning of that very day, that he 


would not be a judge) that it was their opinion 


that thoſe two places were inconſiſtent, and that 
therefore he ſhould have the Salary no longer than 
St. Thomas's day next enſuing, and that after- 
wards Dr. Hudſon ſhould have the libetty of put- 
ting in another. Upon this Mr. Hearne reſigned 
the Beadleſhip (though the reſignation was not 
upon ſtampt Paper, nor atteſted by, or done be- 
fore, a public Notary) * before he went out of the 
Library, leaving the ſtaff with the Vice-Chancellor 
upon the Library Stairs, and three days after Mr. 
William Muſſendine, M. A. and Fellow of Mag- 
dalen College was elected Beadle in his room. 


In the afternoon of the ſame day new keys were

Hearne could not get into the Library as uſual, 


to perform the duty of his place, and to carry on 
his Studies, but was forced to depend upon the 
pleaſure of another, who had new keys delivered 
him, and broke in upon Mr. Hearne's Office, 


| without his leave and conſent. 


| Notwithſtanding this he continued to execute 
the Office of Librarian when he could get into 
the Library, till the 23d day of January follow- 
ing, when he deſiſted upon account of the Oaths, 
that being the laſt day fixed by the new Act, after 
which if he had acted he muſt have forfeited five 
hundred pounds and incurred other Penalties, by 
reaſon he could not comply with what was im- 


poſed in that Act. Theſe meaſures were taken by 


him deliberately and with good advice: for tho' 
ſome ſaid he was not included in that Act, yet his 
beſt friends thought it moſt proper not to truſt to 


that, but to fortify himſelf againſt attacks by de- 


ſiſting from acting as Librarian, eſpecially ſince 
he had already met with ſuch very ill treatment. 
Some time after this, viz. on Friday March 2.

This Meeting was in the Under-Keeper's Study 
in the Gallery. Complaint was made by Dr. Hud- 
ſon, that Mr. Hearne neglected the Duty of Un- 
der-Librarian.

WAs built in the Year 107. by Robert Doyley 
or D'oilli, a faithfult Attendant on King William 
the Conqueror, and whom that Monarch rewarded 
with great poſſeſſions in this County for his At- 
tachment and Services. That it was a place of 
conſiderable Strength is evident, not only from 
the Accounts of all Hiſtorians, but alſo from thoſe 
few Remains of i it which are ſtill extant. | 

As Mr. Anthony à Wood has given a particular 
detail of this Building in his MS. Hiſtory of the 
Antiquities. of Oxford, we apprehend that a ſum- 
mary Extract from his Papers will * acceptable 
to the Reader. RE 

It was built, He ſays, to * in yh the City 
of Oxford and the Country adjacent, which had 
greatly oppoſed the Conqueror. Robert Doyley, 
the Founder, left it to his Son Robert; but he 
receiving the Empreſs Maud, and ſuſtaining, on 


her Account, a long ſiege againſt the forces of 


King Stephen, that — becoming at laſt 


Conqueror, wok it from him. At this Time there 


was at the Entrance from the City on the South 
Eaſt Side a large Bridge, which led to the Gate of 
the Caſtle, and was fortified on each Side with a 


= — 
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ſtrong embattled Wall: Over the ſaid Entry were 
ſeveral Paſſages from whence the beſieged could 
| annoy the Enemy. From this Entrance the Forti- 
fication ſtretched itſelf, in a ſtrait Line, to a Round 
Tower erected in the 19. of Hen. 3. from which 
ran a large embattelled Wall, till it came to the 
| high Tower; and afterward to another Gate leading 

to Oſney Abbey over another Bridge; cloſe to 
which joined that lofty Mount, ſwmeritne crowned 
with an embattled Tower, erected either at the 
Foundation of the Place, or during the Time when 
K. Stephen beſieged the Empreſs Maud. 

From hence on the North Side and er the 
Caſtle was a large Mount called Mount Pelbam, 
ad another joining to it named Jews Mount, raiſed

Within the Walls of this Caſtle ſtood the Col- 
lege of St. George founded by Robert Doyley, for

of which one was always the Warden. In their 
Poſſeſſion it continued alſo till their Diſſolution, 
when it paſſed with them among their other Re- 


venues to St. Frideſwide's, now Chriſt- Church. 


Faving thus given an Account of the Caſtle 


and its Buildings in former Ages, it will be g 


to ſpeak a little of its preſent State. 


There are but few Remains of this once ma- 
jeſtic Pile. The Sides of the outward Gate to the 
South -Eaſt, the Wall leading to the Round Tower, 


the lower part of that Tower, with another Wall 
facing the South and running on to the Square 
Tower (which laſt is now almoſt intire) ſerve to 
give us ſome Idea of its former Grandeur.

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THIS Abbey was founded by Robert Doyley 
or Doilli, Nephew of that Robert who built the 
Caſtle, at the intreaty, it is ſaid, of his wife Edith, 
a Woman of great Piety. The Account ufually 
given of the Cauſe of this her Religious Act is in 
the Fabulous Stile of antient Times. But we are 
certain, that as its Endowmenis were from its firſt 
Inſtitution very large and ample, fo alſo its Build- 
ings and exterior Orhaments were truly grand and 
magnificent. It was dedicated & to the Honour 
and Praiſe of Chrift, and the" bleſſed Virgin St. 
Mary of Oſney,” its firſt Poſſeſſors being Canons 
Regular of St. Auſtin. The Munificence of ſeve- 
ral Benefactors ſooh augmented it's Original Gran- 
deur. A particular Detail of its Buildings may be 
ſeen in Stevens s Additions to Dugdale s Monafti 
con. Within the Precincts of the Abbey ſtood a 
moſt magnificent Church ; * Mr. Woods fays more 
than ordinarily excelling all others, not only in Eng- :

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This F abrick which, at its firſt Erection, was but 
ſmall in its firſt Extent, was reedified by John 
Leech, it $ ſeventh Abbat, and one — Beaufort, 
2 Knight; both whoſe Images were cut in Stone, 
and ſet up for a Memorial of their Piety. This 
L Houſe continued, for more than four 
hundred Years to be the Admiration of Spectators, 
the Aſylum of the Indigent, and, as it were, ano- 
ther Univerſity ; when, with that of other Socie- 
ties of the like Sort, its Fortune changed, though 
for a ſhort Time! it eſcaped otter Demolition. For 
being. ſurrendered into the Hands of King VIII, 
he for the ſpace of three Years forbore the Sale of 
it, and then executed his Intentions by making it 
a Cathedrall, and cſhabliſhing therein a Biſhop and 
Dean, together with other Officers ſuitable to the 
Change; — the County of Oxford becoming a 
Dioceſe. In which ſtate it continued only for a 
ſhort Time, and was then tranſlated to the King's 
College of St, Fredeſwide, now Chriſt Church, 
(Robert King, it's laſt Abbat, continuing Biſhop of 
Oxford) at which Period it's Church and Cloiſter
